ely of lime, and put it near some place 
over which the sheep have to pass, say 
ithe bars; and as it is natural for the sheep 
ito jump, take notice where they alight, 
‘and place the lime there, about $ inches 
‘deep. This did effectually cure my flock 
jin about one week. The lime should be 
| fresh and slacked, and not less than three 
jinches deep; if deeper, it might take the 
hair off the leg above the boof.

The Senate did not sit to-day. A letter 
has been received from the U. 8. Consui at 
Tangier, announcing the happy termination 
of the difficulty between the United States 
and the Emperor of Merrocco.

“On all letters weighing more than one 
quarter of an ounce avoirdupois, for any dis-

On all letters weighing more than one- 
quarter, and not over oue-bhalf an ounce, 
double the above rates ; and the same rates 
of postage for every addi\ional quarter ofan 
ounce on all letters weigtiag more than half 
an ounce. 

In the House of Representatives to-day, 
the bill making appropriations for the Navy 
for the half calender year ending onthe 30ib 
of June, 1843, and the fiscal year Maginning 
on the Ist of July, 1848, a d ending on the 
30th of June, 1944, wae taken @p almost in- 
mediately after the reading of the journal. 
The bill having been read through by the 
Clerk, Mr Meriweather moved an aimend- 
ment, proposing the reduction of the pay of 
the commission, warrant, and petty officers 
of the Navy, including the Engineer corps, 
twenty per cent, per annum, until otherwise 
directed. He assigned. as a reason for this 
movement, that the pay was from seventy§ 
five to a hundied per cent. higher than it 
was in 1835, when it was increased in conse- 
quence of the rise-in provisions and the price 
of labor. But as these causes did not now 
exist, there should be no objection to the 
amendment. 

Mr McKeon submitted an amendment 
to the amendment, that no part of this s#p- 
propriation shall be applied to equipping or 
defraying the expenses of the squadron on 
the coast of Africa, as provided for in the 
late treaty. He was anxious to deliver his 
views on this question, but the Chair decided 
that the amendment was out of order.

Port-au-Prince, Jan. 14, 1843, 
About 8 o'clock, Monday afternoon, 9th inst., 
the ery of fire was heard. I repaired to the spot 
indicated ,and found that a five had broke out in the 
apothecary's shop. Mr Daumesnil a white French- 
map, who kept the shop, imd been engaged since 
morning in preparing copal varaish, or other in- 
flammable composition, which bad twice previous - 
ly taken fire and been extinguished. A third time 
it became ignited, and despie of all his efforts, 
spread so rapidly, that when the alarm had gath- 
ered the people, the whole interior was in flames. 
In vain we exerted ourselves to arrest their pro- 
gress. In fifteen minutes the fire burst through 
the house, and the beat became insupportable.— 
Attempts were made to tear down the adjoining 
buildings, bat the heat set fire to the bouses oppo- 
site; the sparks Qying in the air fell upon the dry 


breeze, which seemed to veer at intervals to every 
point of the compass. In two hours and a half, 
twelve squares were reduced to ashes. 

The property destroyed, including six bundred 
houses, may be estimated at four million ef dol-
